Crepe Myrtles Constitute 
Brilliant, Gay Showpieces 


Drive through a valley town on summer’s hottest day 
and look for the freshest thing in sight. You’ll probably 
find it’s one of the many fine crepe myrtles. ’Truly, these 
shrubs have a spring-fresh look about them. 

You won’t see crepe myrtles in most coastal climates 
for they resent moist ocean 


air. In the interior areas, 
they’re tops for hot weather 
color. 

The flowering season of 
these heat-happy showpieces 
is from July through Sep¬ 


tember, which just about 
covers the subject of sum¬ 
mer. Then as summer fades 
into fall and the nights cool 
off, the crepe myrtles give 
you a bonus of color from 


their foliage before it drops. 

IN FORM, they are large, 
fan - shaped shrubs, often 
with multiple trunks, but the 
gardener who wishes can 
train them up to become 
small trees. In so doing, he 
will open up the interior to 
create a rangier specimen 
and show off the attractive 
red color of the branches 
themselves. 

Members of the California 
Association of Nurserymen 
offer several different crepe 
myrtles in a good range of 
colors. They are distinguish¬ 
ed by the crinkled texture of 
their showy blooms; and 


when you’ve seen one, you’ll 
be able to identify the 
others. 


MOST OFTEN seen are 
the pink crepe myrtle and 
the red crepe myrtle. The 
watermelon red improved, 
however, is an exceptionally 
good shrub with flowers of 
a shade that is at once rich 
and subtle. You will also 
find white crepe myrtle and 
queen’s crepe myrtle, the 
latter a lovely shrub with 
lavender blooms. 

Take care in planting to 
avoid shady spots and don’t 
seek a site that will hide 
the winter bareness.

Through their tax dollars 
every citizen pays for fire 
but do Sierra 
Madreans join the Fire Pre¬ 
vention Bureau headed by 
Fire Marshal Bert M. Em- 
bree in curbing the dangers 
from fire in their homes and 
places of business? 

One answer is that the 
Home Inspection Bureau 
program being instituted in 
more and more cities thro¬ 
ughout the country is stead¬ 
ily gaining headway. 

Marshal Embree has made 
a study of home inspections 
in such cities as Arcadia, 
Burbank, Pasadena, Los An¬ 
geles and 'Richmond. He also 
has obtained data from the 
National Board of Fire Un¬ 
derwriters, National Board 
of Insurance Companies and 
has made personal contact 
with fire inspectors in var¬ 
ious other cities through the 
Southern California Confer¬ 
ence of Fire Inspectors. 

REVEALING that 75 per 
cent of all fires are prevent¬ 
able in the busine.ss and 
merchantile districts, in 
apartment houses and single 
dwellings, the modus oper¬ 
and! of the home inspection 
sy.stem calls for the follow¬ 
ing: 

1. — It is not the pur- 
po.se of the ln.spoctors to 
catch home owners violat¬ 
ing the law.s. 

2. — Rather, it is the 
basic purpase to point out 
to them hazards which can 
cau.se fires, or deaths, of 
them.selves or their neigh¬ 
bors. 

3. — During in.spection.s 
close cooperation is main¬ 
tained with building, 
plumbing and electrical 
departments to the city as 
they can help the Inspec¬ 
tor recommend corrective 
mea.suro.s. 

4. — Most Inspections 
would be made from 9 a.m. 
to noon, and from 1 to 4 
p.m., hours advantageous 
to home owners, 

5. — Inspectors would 
have to be invited Into 
home, with no penalty if 
this is refused. 

6. — Average time for 
each inspection would ap¬ 
proximate 20 minutes. 

Marshal Embree emphas- 
sizes that It would take 
1,000 hours to cover the 
3,300 dwellings in Sierra 
Madre or 118 working days 
in all. The e.stimatcd co.st 
is $2,200, 

’THE MARSHAL bulwarks 
his proposal with the state¬ 
ment that “the estimated 
cost would ju.stify the ex¬ 
penditure through lower fire 
and death loss and eventu¬ 
ally a reduction In the city's 
fire insurance rates, thus 
saving the city and property 
owners thousands of dollars 
in fire Insurance premiums. 

“We all live and sleep in 
a potential fire death trap, 
and it behooves us, as the 
protectors of our citizens, to 
give them the service they 
are paying for. The statis¬ 
tics .show billions of dollars 
and thousands of lives lost 
each year through fire—let 
us keep Sierra Madre off 
“The List of Statistics.”

Santa Anita Rancho 
was sold by Rose at $25 an 
acre, netting the owner 
around $200,000. Baldwin is 
commonly said to have 
acquired the ranch later at 
a considerably lower figure, 
one being given as $75,000.
